coDtiection the term Northwest means tb( 
large fertile region on and contiguous io tut 
KeJ River of Manitoba and Like Winnipeg. 
A fuiv years ago the region in which Chica- 
go and Milwaukee now stand constituted the 
Northwest territory, while St. Psu^Dnluth, 
Dubuque and Minneapolis were unmarked 
upon the maps. Bat steambos.ts and rail- 
roads have raised teeming cities where 
then were waste?, and .the Northwest if 
pushed nearly a thousand miles beyond thi 
south end of Lake Michigan, to Petab'iis 
and Fort Garry, in IJrltish America. Thesi 
new centers of trade am in the midst of c 
wide telt of lich and easily cultivated land, 
admirably adapted by nature to the produc- 
tion of wheat, grasses and the hardy fruits. 
It has for nearly half a century been' the 
point of snppl/ and rendEZvous'of the fui 
traie of the British Hudson Bay Company. 
Till within some dozen years its trade with 
the civilized world was carried ori tbrougb 
the medium of the Pembina Train, a lone 
procession of small carts, with wheels made 
by sawing from the end of a large log a sec- 
tion some three inches thick, and placing a 
band oi raw hide round its edge instead of 
the common irou lire. Each of these cartf- 
was propelled by a single o*, between shafts, 
and wealing a harness like a dray-horse. 
This liaiu made one (rip from Pembina '.u 
the Mississippi River, at Saint Paul, each 
Summer, bringing Iho product of the pre- 
vious winter's fur harvest, and returning, 
it cariied the blankets and sundry other ar- 
ticles consumed by the trappers, or barter- 
ed to the Indians in eichange for peltries. 
This train made the Summer voyage from 
Pembina,and returned m about two months, 
staj-iufi say ten days at St. Paul, the team- 
steisliving by the way on pemmicpn,dried 
beef, or burfalo flesh, and the oxen grazing 
upon the abundant vegetation of the wide 
prairies. From Pembina the freights were 
carried to the various trading-posts down 
the Ued Hirer in the bateaux, or scows of 
the voyagcofs.
